set, wherein said anonymous UUID does not identify any particular computer system;

providuig said anonymous UUID in response to a request for said computer system* s

3. (cujxently amended) The method according to claim 1, further comprising the steps of: 
e stabhshing a oloolc bit for opecif^^ing wh e th e r to disguis e said computer sy^t e pci's 

identity; 

said computer system starting execution of said boot process; 

determining whether said cloak bit is set during said execution of said boot process; and 
in response to a determination that said cloak bit is set, moving said real UUID stored in 
said primary location to a secondary location in said stojage device and storing said anonymous 
UUID in said primary location, wherein said identity of said computer system is disguised by 
n tiliTitigr said anonymous UUID as said client computer system's UUID. 

4. (original) The method according to claim 3^ further comprising the step of in 
response to a determination that said cloak bit i^ cleared, moving said real UUID &om said 
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storage location to said primary location, wherein a true identity of said computer system is 
represented by utilizing said real UUID as said computer system's UUID. 

5. (original) The method according to claim 1, further comprising the steps of: 
an application program requesting said computer system*s UUID; and 

said computer system providing a UUID stored in said primary location to said 
application program in response to said request.

8. (currently amended) A system for substituting an anonjrmous Universal Unique 
Identifier (UUID) for a computer system's real UUID in order to disguise an identity of said 
computer system to an application requesting a UUID for said client computer system, said 
computer system including a CPU, comprising: 

a cloak bit for specifying whether to disguise said computer system^ s identity: 
a storage device in said computer system including a primary location, wherein a UUID 
stored in said primary location is used as a UUID for said computer system; 
means for determ ining whetiier said cloak bit is set or cleared: 

said aystom means for generating said anonymous UUID in response to a determination 
that said cloak bit is set> wherein said anonymous UUID does not identify any particular 
computer system; 

means for storing said anonymous UUID fe eing gtQir ed in said primary location within 
said storage device and for moving said real UUID to a secondary loca tion within said storage 
device: and 

said system for providing said anonymous UUID in response to a request for said 
computer system's UUID.

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10. (currently amended) The system according to claim 8, further comprisiog: 
a cloak bit for op e cifying whether to disguis e said computer sygtom'o identic; 
said compulor a ygt e m means for starting exectttioii of said boot process; 
means for determining v^ether said cloak bit is set during said execution of said boot 

process; and 

in response to a determination that said cloak bit is set, stdd syst e m means for moving 
said real UUID stored in said primary location to a secondary location in said storage device and 
storing said anonymous UUID in said primary location, wherein said identity of said computer 
system is disguised by utilizing said anonymoois UUDD as said client computer system's UUBD. 

IL (currently amended) The system according to claim 10, further comprising in response 
to a determination that said cloak bit is cleared, said syst e m means for moving said real UUID 
from said storage secondary location to said primary location^ wherein a true identity of said 
computer system is represented by utilizing said real UUID as said computer system's UUID, 

12. (currently amended) The system accordiog to claim 8, further comprising: 
an application program for requesting said computer system's UUID; and 
said oomputor system means for providing a UUID stored in said primary location to said 

application program in response to said request,
